In our decision mailed February 27, 2007, the CONCLUSIONS OF LAW 
section on the last two pages of the Opinion is corrected to read: 
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(1) Appellants have failed to establish that the Examiner erred in rejecting 
claims 2-4, 6-1 1, 14, 17, 19-23, 26-28, 30, and 38 as being unpatentable under 
35 U.S. C. § 103(a) over Fujimoto and Porter. 

(2) Claims 2-4, 6-11, 14, 17, 19-23, 26-28, 30 and 38 are not patentable. 

(3) Appellants have established that the Examiner erred in rejecting claims 
1 8 and 29 as being unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Fujimoto and 
Porter. 

(4) On this record, claims 1 8 and 29 have not been shown to be 
unpatentable.
